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DAINTY BEDSPREADS FOR SUMHER.

AVERY simple and inexpensive summer bedspread 
is made of esprit net and lined with wash silk in 
some delicate shade. The edge is finished with a 
ruffle of handsome lace lined with silk. This esprit net 
comes in a variety of widths, twenty-seven, thirty-six, 
forty-eight and fifty-four inches, suitable for curtains 
and bedspreads. 

A lovely baby's bed has a spread of this net lined 
with rose colored silk, and the canopy is of the same 
and looped back with clusters of tiny pink rosebuds. 

An exquisite spread for a baby's bed is of sheer white 
mull powdered with forget-me-nots done in Asiatic filo- 
selle. Between the edge and ruffle of mull is a double row 



anthemums. The edge finished with handsome deep 
lace. 

A dainty spread of fine white linen has a hemstitched 
border with several rows of drawn work just inside and 
a wreath of sweet peas embroidered in the centre. It 
has a lining of pink sateen. 

A variety of fabrics are suitable for summer bed- 
spreads, but it is always safer to select those which can 
be laundried with good results. While the pale shades 
of linen are pretty many prefer the white or cream 
effects. Besides the linens, which come in a great 
variety of styles and prices, there are any number of 
ducks, wash silks, figured terry, canvas and other 
materials to choose from. It is better to have the de- 
sign which ornaments the spread too simple rather than 
too elaborate. If possible, let it harmonize and corre- 
spond with the other furnishings of the room. 
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of beading through which is run baby ribbon of a deli- 
cate shade of blue and fastened at each corner in fluffy 
bows. The tiny spread and ruffle are lined with blue 
silk. 

An unusually attractive spread is of fine but heavy 
white linen. Around the edge is outlined in pale green 
Asiatic etching silk a Grecian border. In the centre of 
the spread is embroidered a graceful wreath of maiden' s- 
hair ferns. The effect is most pleasing, the entire room 
being furnished in green and white. 

A unique spread for a Delft room is of white duck 
with an old Dutch castle ornamenting it done in blue 
wash dyes. 

An effective spread for a pink room is of Japanese 
linen, the design ornamenting it is feathery chrys-

THE illustration shown above is abeautifully designed 
and dainty piece of cabinet work. This would 
more justly be classed as modern Colonial, as 
there is a slight suggestion of Italian Renaissance in its 
make-up. It is all right, however, as the two styles 
combine well, and the union is skilfully brought about. 
The combination of mahogany with enameled wood 
is a happy idea, as much of the monotony of the white 
enamel is relieved by this richer coloring. Whether it 
is the artist's idea to introduce gold in the incised or- 
nament, we cannot say, but such an addition does not 
seem necessary. Mr. Shier is a designer of long experi- 
ence and high standing in his chosen profession.
